The decision involving NESWC 
will focus on whether or not 
residents wish to extend the pre- 
sent agreement to the year 2015 at 
the present rate of $108 per ton, 
or to conclude it in 2005, by 
which time costs could rise to as 
much as $200 per ton.

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Zeneca Resins draws fire in vapor release 


Odors raise residents’ ire

Chemical vapors escaped from 
Zeneca Resins, Inc: of Main 
Street, Wilmington, Saturday eve- 
ning, causing discomfort to and 
infuriating residential neighbors, 
and drawing harsh sanctions from 
the Wilmington Fire Department. 
A meeting involving angry, frus- 
trated residents, Zeneca officials 
and Fire Chief Dan Stewart was 
held Tuesday night at Town Hall. 

According to Stewart and Zen- 
eca officials, who have issued only 
preliminary reports, it appears 
nine barrels stored in an outdoor 
shed area and containing 450 gal- 
lons of a mixture of acrylonitrile, 
ethyl acrylate, 2-ethylhexyl acry- 
late,.isobutyl methacrylate, methyl! 
methacrylate and water were in- 
volved. Six of the nine barrels 
apparently emitted vapors. 

An investigation conducted by 
Zeneca’s parent company using a 
DEP-approved, Zeneca-hired con- 
tractor began Wednesday morn- 
ing. The investigation will take 
three initiatives: determination of 
the root cause of the accident and 
what corrective actions should be 
taken; a review of Zeneca’s emer- 
gency response plan; and a funda- 
mental review of the entire oper- 
ation. The investigation should be 
complete in time for a meeting 
scheduled for Sept. 10 at Zeneca 
between company officials and 
residents. Before then, officials 
hope to nail down a chronology of 
events, Zeneca Resins General 
Manager Elizabeth Armstrong 
said. 

“We hope to have a chron- 
ological order of events done and 
accurate ... within the next few 
days,” Armstrong said. “The in- 
vestigation will take longer.” 

Approximately 35 residents 
gathered at Town Hall. There, 
many told of noxious chemical 
odors detected in their homes at 
around 8:00 p.m. Saturday. Stew- 
art said his department received a 
call “for a rubber-type smell” at 
Lowell and Woburn streets and 
firefighters under Lt. Ed Corcor- 
an responded but found nothing. 
Firefighters returned at 1:55 a.m., 
this time to nearby Raffi and 
Swanson, Inc. and again found 
nothing. At 2:36 a.m., Stewart 


said, firefighters relocated to Zen- 
eca and at 2:56 determined that 
the odor definitely originated 
there. At 3:50, Stewart said he 
arrived on scene. 

Zeneca emergency response 
team members began arriving 
sometime after 2:30 and at 4:15, 
along with firefighters, began 
monitoring the perimeters of the 
company for total hydrocarbon 
levels, according to preliminary 
reports from the company. 

Zeneca officials said a security 
guard was on duty and made his 
normal rounds, which are docu- 
mented by an electronic swipe 
card, but did not detect the chem- 
ical emission. 

Residents were angry over what 
they considered a slow response 
by both firefighters and Zeneca 
and that residents were not noti- 
fied there had been an accident. 

Stewart said that the highest 
measured levels on the perimeter 
of the most hazardous of the 
chemicals involved, acrilonitrile, 
was four parts per million. The 
National Institute of Occupational 
Safety and Health states that acri- 
lonitrile is “immediately danger- 
ous to life” at 500 ppm. Zeneca 
sets that level for itself at 85 ppm. 
Stewart said that at 8.5 ppm, he 
would have notified and evacuated 
residents. Ethyl acrylate, the 
chemical residents initially reacted 
to, is detectable by smell at three 
parts per billion. 

“We weren't really justified in 
evacuating the neighborhood bas- 
ed on the readings,” said Stewart, 
who added “I understand the resi- 
dents anger.” 

But residents at the meeting did 
not seem to care much about talk 
of parts per million or even the 
sanctions levied by Stewart. Many 
present called for the outright 
ouster of Zeneca. Officials of the 
company were apologetic and 
vowed to make improvements. 

“We want to build back the trust 
through performance. That's the 
only way to do it,” Armstrong 
told residents. “We will have zero 
impact on the community.” 

Residents did not seem con- 
vinced. 

“You can’t have chemicals this 
close to a residential area and not 
have these kinds of problems,” 


Town will begin 
collecting Reading $

The town of Wilmington will 
not appeal the decision of a super- 
ior court judge that says the town 
must place property tax liens on 
behalf of Reading Municipal Light 
Department to collect outstanding 
electric bills. 

Selectmen voted unanimously 
Monday night to accept the reco- 
mmendation of Town Counsel 
Alan Altman and Town Manager 
Michael Caira not to pursue an 


appeal. 

Judge Hiller Zobel ordered the 
town to comply with the 1980 lien 
statute that requires municipalities 


to attach delinquent electric bills 
to property tax bills, after col- 
lection efforts by the utility have 
failed. Short of that, Zobel offer- 
ed, the town could sever its rela- 
tionship with RMLD. 

In voting against an appeal, Sel- 
ectmen Chairman Jim Rooney said 
“T resent the fact that we have to 
be the collection agency for the 
RMLD” - the essential position of 
town officials throughout the dis- 
pute, which dates back to 1991. 

With the vote against an appeal, 
Caira said the town would start 
enforcing the lien statute.

view prior to the meeting. “They 
should not be able to operate if 
they have these kinds of problems. 
I can only foresee it getting 
worse.” 

Under sanctions handed down 
by Stewart, Zeneca must: 

* Cease and desist all use of 
ethyl acrylate. Armstrong said 
the company was planning on 
moving its stores of the chemical 
“in a way that would not have 
impacted customers so much.” 
The site would have been free of 
the chemical in three months, she 
said. 

* Four other chemicals in- 
volved, acrylonitrile, butyl acry- 
late, methyl methacrylate and 2- 
ethylhexy! acrylate must all be 
stored indoors and tied to catalytic 
oxidizers, devices which inciner- 
ate vapors to safe atmospheric 
levels. Every current chemical 


process within the company must 
be connected to such a device 
within one year. 

© The installation of a fixed 
perimeter detection system is 
mandated. 

¢ A system for notifying res- 
idents in the event of any release, 
regardless of quantity, has been 
ordered established. 

Stewart said the sanctions have 
“basically closed Zeneca down.” 

Armstrong, who said she could 
not comment specifically on the 
sanctions, said the company’s “re- 
search facilities have operations 
that are very much curtailed, and 
manufacturing operations that are 
very much curtailed.” 

Zeneca Resins manufactures 
polymers used in water-borne 
coatings that go into such house- 
hold products as latex paints and 
wood coatings. 


Indictment issued in 
connection with 


Sullivan 


A Middlesex County Grand 
Jury Wednesday indicted a 
Tewksbury man on perjury char- 
ges, in connection with the mur- 
der of 17-year-old Amy “Brandi” 
Sullivan of Tewksbury, according 
to the Middlesex County District 
Attorney's Office. 

Neil Cluff, 36, of 54 Michigan 
Rd., was charged with one count 
of perjury. Cluff will be sum- 
monsed to appear in Middlesex 
Superior Court in Cambridge for 
arraignment on Aug. 28. Assis- 
tant District Attorney James Tam- 
agini will prosecute the case. The 
act of perjury while testifying 
before a grand jury carries a 
maximum sentence of 20 years in 
a state penitentiary. 

Cluff testified on Aug. 16 be- 
fore a Middlesex Grand Jury in 
Lowell, which was hearing evi- 
dence into the murder of Sullivan. 
At that time, Cluff told grand jur- 
ors that he had not seen Sullivan, 
nor had she been in his vehicle, at 


murder 


any time during the month of 
July. The indictment alleges that 
this testimony was later proven 
false. 

Sullivan’s remains were found 
in a wooded area behind a ware- 
house located at 377 Ballardvale 
St., Wilmington on the morning 
of Aug. 7. The State Medical 
Examiner's Office has determined 
Sullivan's death a homicide, caus- 
ed by multiple blunt trauma to the 
head. Her body had been at that 
location for several weeks. 

State Police detectives working 
for the district attorney's office, 
and detectives from the Tewks- 
bury and Wilmington police de- 
partments are investigating the 
murder. District attorney Spokes- 
woman Jill Reilly said she was not 
allowed to elaborate on the indict- 
ment. Tewksbury Police Detec- 
tive Sergeant Dennis Peterson said 
he could not comment on the in- 
dictment of Cluff either.

HYBRID PENSION 
PLAN OKAYED 


The Internal Revenue Service has 
proposed rules on the tax status for 
a new type of pension plan, a 
hybrid of the old-fashioned 
defined-benefit plan and the 
defined-contribution 401(k). More

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Affordable 
housing minus

Local developer Linn Anderson 
gained permission from the Wil- 
mington Board of Selectmen 
Monday night to build one less 
“affordable” home than a previous 
agreement with the town called 
for. 

Anderson has built two afford- 
able, one each on Avon Street and 
Avon Street Extension, and will 
now focus in on a third on De- 
nault Drive. The original agree- 
ment with the town called for two 
affordable homes on Denault. 
One of those will now be sold at 
market rate. 

“I think I give up,” Anderson 
told selectmen of her three-year 
quest to develop the two afford- 
able homes on Denault Drive, 
thought initially by Anderson to 
be the easiest of the three town- 
owned sites. 

Actually, the issue of town 
ownership is what mostly contrib- 
uted to the snag at the Denault 
Drive site, according to Anderson. 

Following a title check, it was 
determined that one of the two 
parcels on Denault - a 6,000 
square foot slice of land - was not 
owned by the town, but rather by 
a John Cook, who is deceased. 

Anderson located the family 
members of Cook, explained the 
affordable housing program to 
them and received a deed for the 
land. But the property had yet to 
go through Massachusetts 
court, a process that eventually 
made the family members uncom- 
fortable, and prompted Anderson 


to deed the land back. 

Anderson told selectmen that if 
she were to stop now, she would 
be out around $10,000 and that if 
she developed two affordable 
homes, she would lose about twice 
that amount. With that, she asked 
to sell one at market rate. 

“The only way for [Anderson] 
to recapture [her investment] is to 
do a, market rate and an afford- 
able,” Carole Hamilton, sitting in 
for Housing Partnership Chairman 
Mark Haldane, told selectmen. 

Selectmen unanimously endor- 
sed Anderson's request. Still, 
plans will have to be redrawn, and 
some question remains as to 
whether or not two single family 


dwellings with two septic systems 
can fit on the now 29,400 square 
foot area. 

Anderson said that Public 
Health Director Gregory Erickson 

“pored over the plans” at a hous- 
ing partnership meeting and felt 
confident that it could be done. 
Anderson still has to go through 
what looks like a lengthy permit- 
ting process for the parcels. 

A single lottery for an afford- 
able home on Denault Drive was 
held previously, but that winner 
has since moved into the afford- 
able home on Avon Street Exten- 
sion. A new lottery will be held 
for the Denault home “four weeks 
from when we see the end of the 
permitting tunnel,” according to 
Anderson. That, she added, 
“translates into a hope for spring.”

‘ That question held up approval of 
& Class II used car license this week, 
in a Tuesday night hearing before 
the Tewksbury selectmen. 

Prime Auto Group, Inc., wants a 
license to sell used cars, from the 
same property as G&G Auto on 
Main Street. 

But it might not be legal. 

Prime Auto Group President 
Mark Archambault told the board 
that the property adjacent to G&G 
Auto has been purchased, and the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals gave 
permission in February for the two 
lots to be-joined. Archambault said 
the current Snack Shack building 
will remain, but the fast food outlet 
Would become a sales office. 

Archambault argued that Prime 
Auto will only sell cars from 1992 
and newer, while G&G only sells 
1992 and older, adding that Prime 
will sell from the new property and 
G&G would remain where it is. He 
said his car sales operation would 
have nothing to do with G&G, and 
‘would function as a separate entity. 


oulis said there may be a problem. 

Tewksbury town by-laws require 
at least 1,000 feet of space between 
automotive uses, Zaroulis said, and 
putting two such uses on the same 
lot certainly appears to be closer 
than 1,000 feet. The attorney said 
he will research the legal question. 

However, there are other auto- 
motive businesses with more than 
one license on the same property, 
according to Executive Secretary 
Sandy Barbeau. For example, 
Wings Used Auto & Truck Parts on 
Shawsheen Street holds both a Class 
Il (used car) and Class II (junk) 
license, she said, so there is a 
precedent. 

The board next went after G&G 
Auto's reputation. The dealership 
still holds a Class II license, but the 
board did not know whether G&G 
was still in operation. The phone 
for G&G was out of service when a 
call was placed on Wednesday. 

"Consumers were being ripped 
off" by G&G Auto, said Selectman 
Richard “Pete” Hanson, saying that 
the Main Street dealership still has 
outstanding claims and bills against 


with consumer complaints, such as 
a car that was sold that allegedly did 
Not pass inspection. 

“The way the lot is configured,” 
Selectman Chairman Tom Conlon 
told Archambault, "you have a fest- 
ering sore that is attached to you." 

Selectman Joan Dunlevy warned 
Archambalut that "the folks who 
would share that lot with you have 
not been responsible businessmen.” 

Another question concerned the 
number of cars that could be placed 
on the lot. The license for G&G 
Auto allows up to 112 cars on the 
property, and Selectman Joe Gill 
said he was worried about how the 
lot would look with twice as many™ 
cars lined up for sale. 

Domenic Germano, speaking for 
the owners of G&G, said the permit 
for the property allows 112 cars, 
period. Even if four licenses were 
issued, he said, the limit would still 
be 112 cars. Germano added that 
G&G has no plans to shut down. 

The selectmen voted to continue 
the public hearing for Prime Auto 
until September 17, in the hopes of 
finding answers to the questions.

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When Ephriam Buck killed a bear 


, 


4 by Capt. Larz Neilson 
Isaac, James and Roger Buck from 
Scotland, arrived in Massachusetts 
in 1638. Isaac settled in Scituate, 
James in Hingham and Roger in 
Cambridge about 1643. Roger 
became the father of John, Ephriam 
and Mary. 

Roger moved on July 26, 1646 to 
the country area that in due time 
became Wilmington. He became the 
father of Ephriam, Ebenezer, John, 
Samuel, Eunice and Mary Buck. 
Bbenezer became the father of 
Jonathan Buck, born Feb. 20, 1719 
in what is now Wilmington. 

The home in which he was born 
still exists on Wildwood Street. The 
hill on which that home stands was, 
for many, years, Buck's Hill. 

Jonathan moved to Haverhill with 
his father. He married Lydia, 
daughter of Philip and Mary 
(Brown) Morse of Newbury, Oct. 
9, 1742. He became a colonel of the 
Militia in 1775. 

Colonel Jonathan moved to the 
Penobscot River, in what is now 
Maine. The township was named 
Buckstown, in honor of him. When 
it was incorporated in 1793 the 
name was changed to Bucksport. 

Colonel Jonathan Brown died 
March 18, 1795. He was survived 
by six children: Jonathan, Mary, 
Ebenezer, Amos, Samuel and 
Lydia.

The old Buck homestead in Wil- 
mington is located on Wildwood 
Street and was constructed about 
1672 by Ephriam Buck, son of 
Roger. However, the building 
which is to be seen today is mostly 
from later years. Several historic 
events have occurred on the farm, 
and near the home. 

For instance, in 1774, on Dec. 20, 
Ephriam Buck Jr. was the tax 
collector for Wilmington. That 
gentleman was supposed to turn 
over the money he collected to the 
Colonial Treasurer, who repre- 
sented His Majesty King George III. 

Ephriam instead turned the money 
over to Wilmington's Treasurer, 
Timothy Walker, and the king had 
collected his last tax from the people 
of Wilmington! Walker lived on 
Shawsheen Avenue, near the present 
West School. Mr. Walker lived in 
the home -which later was the 
"Alden Eames" house, and which 
caught on fire and burned in 1951. 

The event was only one of several 
in Wilmington which led to the days 
of the Revolution against King 
George. 

Possibly the biggest event ever to 
happen in that section of Maple 
Meadow was the killing of an adult 
bear, about Aug. 1760. Ephriam 
Buck, 29 years old, and his younger 
brother Nathan, who was 16, had 
spent the morning cutting hay near 
the bridge over Maple Meadow 
Brook. They went home to lunch. 

When they returned there were 
definite signs that a bear had 
invaded their area of work. They 
ran home to get a gun, to the house 
of neighbors, and to get some dogs. 
Their father, Ephriam Buck Sr., 
followed them back to the brook, 
armed with an ancient Queen Anne 
rifle, loaded with two bullets. 

Ephriam Sr. seated himself at the 
base of an oak tree and waited, the 
loaded gun in his hands. Because of 
the events which followed that day, 
that tree earned the name of "Bear 
Oak". A neighbor's home was to 
the northwest.

The boys and dogs were scouring 
the neighborhood. The noises dis- 
turbed the bear, and Ephriam Sr. 
soon detected the bear by the move- 
ment of the grasses. The distance 
was about 20 rods. 

The boys heard their father's gun, 
and the old man, standing up, saw 
that the bear had disappeared. Who- 
ever got to the bear first found him 


to be stone dead. One bullet had * 


gone through his heart, and the 
other was lodged in the “heart 
skirts.” 

Tradition has it that the gun was 
loaded with two balls. But, said the 
Rev. Daniel Noyes many years 
later, when he reported on the 
event, “every true born son of Wil- 
mington will forever believe, any 
records to the contrary notwith- 
standing, that the bear was killed by 
one Buck's shot and his name was 
Ephriam.” 

The Bear Oak lasted until about 
1902, when it was cut down. The 
work was "enjoyed" by many of the 
local young men, one of whom was 
Herbert C. Barrows. Herb didn't 
handle the ax. He and possibly a 
dozen or more onlookers just 
watched and enjoyed the pro- 
ceedings. 

There is one more event, on which 
a report may be made. 

The Wilmington Grange had a 
nice hall, behind the present Nichols 
Funeral Home. There were 
occasional events in the Grange 
Hall, arranged by some of the 
teachers. 

Some time, about 1920, some of 
the teachers thought of telling about 
the killing of that bear. They wrote 
to the town fathers of Bucksport. 
Did that town have anything that 
could be a part of the story? they 
inquired. 

The people of Bucksport were de- 
lighted to respond. A lady came to 
Wilmington with the Queen Anne's 
gun which had killed that bear, and 
all the school children had a look at 
the gun which, with one Buck's shot 
had killed a bear with two bullets. 


‘The Buck house on Wildwood Street faces south, not towards the street. It was build as most homes of its era 
facing south the gain the most from solar heat during the winter. Now the home is the oldest existing home in

Actually, the name Wilmington 
Pump Supply came into being in 
1964. | feel its roots started in 1936 
as H.E. Smith Pump Company. 
Harold little Nonnie's father, had an 
automobile repair shop and sales 
garage at 144 Lowell Street, 
Wilmington, where  Stelio's 
Restaurant is now. 

Being in the Depression years and 
automobiles not selling well and 
folks not paying well, Harold 
started repairing water pumps part 
time. Then in 1937 someone 
unknown to Harold who had 
purchased his building from his 
brother - which Harold had already 
paid for earlier - claimed he was the 
mortgage holder and demanded 
$4,000 from Harold. Well, that was 
the end of the H.E. Smith Ford 
Agency. 

Harold then went to work for the 
superintendent of the Wilmington 
Water Department and the family 
moved to a small house on Woburn 
Street - Big Harold, Eleanor, Little 
Harold, Nonnie and David. 

The superintendent had a side 
business of water systems. Big 
Harold worked for the small pump 
company doing things on his own in 
his spare time. Around 1940 he 
went to work for Olds Cadillac in 
Boston to earn a decent week's pay - 
$25 per week. There he came in 
contagt with a Mr. Moss of Lunt 

Pump Company of State 

. Boston. Harold made an 
agreement with Mr. Moss to go to 
work for him and to be able to buy 
pumps from Mr. Moss as this was 
during the big war and pumps were 
very hard to get. 

In the interim, Harold was getting 
busier and busier with his own 
clientele. Litthe Nonnie went with 
him from the time his pump 
adventure started in 1936, passing 
his tools and learning the trade. 
Harold's first pump truck was a 
used 1932 Model B telephone truck. 
As Nonnie got older and bolder it 
was his to take to school so he could 
get home faster and cut pipe, make 
tile and do service calls, etc. Well, 
in 1945 little Nonnie went into the 
service for a couple of years. When

he came home big Harold had left 
Lunt Moss Company and was a full 
time employee of H.E. Smith Pump 
Company. 

As time went on and things got a 
little better, big Harold decided in 
1964 he would start a rep company 
being Wilmington Pump Supply, 
also keeping H.E. Smith Pump 
Company. 

In the years before the inception 
of Wilmington Pump Supply, big 
Harold had many problems - some 
common to all of us, some unique to 
him. Always big Harold had many 
money problems. 

In'1958 he lost his oldest son, little 
Harold, or Harold Jr., as his mother 
called him. When David was’born, 
he had stomach problems and had to 
have surgery. Then when David 
grew up Harold tried to put David 
through engineering school, but my 
David decided to be a part of the 
clergy, which was very good. 

Little Nonnie left his father's 
business for a few years in the early 
60's, coming back in 1965, and lo 
and behold, he was then called 
Norman. 

With very hard work and lots of 
determination, Wilmington Pump 
Supply came into its own and H.E 
Smith Pump Company was 
dissolved, as two sets of books for 
two tiny businesses was just plain 
stupid

Commissioners happy ‘

Statistics show 

Each day we seem to hear of 
someone we know being confined fo 
a nursing home. It becomes 
frightening to seniors at any age. 
Checking on statistics on nursing 
home residents shows that less than 
two percent of elders between 65-75 
are in nursing homes; six percent 
from 75 to 84; leaving 94 percent 
elders from 75-84 who are not in 
nursing homes. Only eight out of 10 
elders 85 to 89 are in nursing 
homes. Seniors reaching the age of 
95 and up are the most likely to end 
up in a nursing home. Three out of 
four confined are women and six 
out of 10 are widowed. 

Will Medicaid cover? 

A question most frequently asked 
on nursing home confinement is 
"Will Medicaid consider husband 
and wife's money together in 
determining eligibility for 
Medicaid, even though they are 
separate accounts? Yes, assets ate 
combined for the purpose of 
determining what a nursing home 
spouse will pay toward the bill. And 
how much the community spouse 
will be able to keep. After putting 
all the accounts together it would be 
split in half up to a maximum 
amount allowed which is about 71 
thousand dollars. The remaining 
money would be used for the 
nursing home spouse's care. Besides 
the 71 thousand the community 
spouse is allowed to keep their own 
Social Security and pension checks. 

If these checks are less than the 
allowable amount of $1179 a 
month, then the community spouse 
will be allowed to keep more of the 
nursing home spouse's income to 
bring the community spouse's up to 
the amount of $1179 a month. Also 
is consideréd in favor of the 
community spouse is, if the 
community spouse has to pay rent, 
or taxes, home insurance, mortgage 
and utility cost of more than $354 a 
month. More money is given to the 
community spouse out of the 
nursing home spouse's money. 
After all is considered, whatever is 
left is given to the nursing home. 
When a nursing home confinement 
is being considered it would be wise 
to speak to a lawyer for advise, 
before you try to go through the 
maze of paper work alone.

the place. So I always shot second.

Cross the Hunt's Falls Bridge in 
Lowell (by the Saints Memorial 
Medical Center) near sunset some 
night and witness the huge, swirling 
flocks of starlings that nest under 
the bridge. An amazing sight, true, 
but one that spells doom for native 
birds that would today be nesting 
under that bridge. Now imagine 
feeding that flock of starlings, and 
it becomes apparent that the local 
competition for birdseed is intense. 

Getting rid of starlings is nearly 
almost impossible, so we're stuck 
with them. Thanks, pal. 

How about Australia's nightmare 
with rabbits? A sportsman in the 
Land Down Under released a small 
clutch of bunnies, and within 50 
years the hoppers became first a 
nuisance, then a problem, then an 
ecological disaster. Countless acres 
of grazing lands were swept clean 
by the hungry bunnies. 

Another ecological mistake, close 
to home this time, involves White 
Perch introduced into Moosehead 


Lake in Maine by some nitwit who... 


wanted to catch his favorite fish. 

White Perch are fine, if there are 
no other fish to catch, but this dolt 
dropped the perch into one of the 
best Brook Trout lakes in the entire 
country. At least, Moosehead used 
to be a great Brookie spot. But no 
more. White Perch now dominate 
Moosehead, and the brookies are 
fading. Attempts to trim the perch 
have failed, and the last I heard the 
perch are starting to spread out to 
nearby waters.

If something new comes along to 
upset the apple cart, disaster is the 
result. Dodo birds existed since the 
dawn of time, without a problem. 
Then explorers let their dogs run 
loose on the islands of the Pacific, 
and the ground-bound dodo didn't 
stand a chance. Wiped out. Gone.

Restore the Middlesex Fells Reservation 


Imagine that you are walking 
in the Middlesex Fells Reser- 
vation one day and you run into 
Wilson Flagg, Elizur Wright or 
Sylvester Baxter, three of the 
people who first called for the 
protection of the area over a 
hundred years ago. What would 
you say to them? Would you be 
proud of the present state of the 
Middlesex Fells or would you be 
apologizing for its present condi- 
tion? 

The Middlesex Fells Reserva- 
tion is being loved to death. 
Since the Reservation was 
established in the late 1800's, the 
ecosystem of the areca has 
changed drastically. Many 
species of native plants and 


wildlife have disappeared, and 
others are in trouble. Some of 
this has been through natural 
evolution. But, much of the 
change has been caused by 
human activities and a lack of 
adequate protection. 


The Middlesex Fells faces an 
uncertain future. A recently 
released report entitled 
Enhancing the Future of the 
Metropolitan Park System, 
found that "the future of the 
Metropolitan Park System is 
endangered.” Unfortunately, this 
is not a new revelation. Indeed, 
many people have recognized 
for some time that MDC reser- 
vations including the Middlesex 


Fells, have not been properly 
managed. The fells have suf- 
fered budget and staff reduc- 
tions for many years. Mean- 
while, public recreational over 
use is damaging irreplaceable 
natural systems. 


Enhancing the Future of the 
Metropolitan Park System rec- 
ommends that "the administra- 
tion and the legislature join in 
assuring stable, predictable, and 
substantially increased funding 
and professional staffing for the 
MDC park system." Will this

report join the many other 
reports that have been commis- 
sioned over the years on a book- 
shelf collecting dust? Or will 
something really happen to 
reverse the sorry history of 
neglect of the Middlesex Fells? 
Over the last several years, 
the Middlesex Fells reservation 
has become the victim of a num- 
ber of destructive activities such 
as illegal mountain biking, 
unauthorized construction of 
trails, and arson. The result of 
these activities include the 
trampling of sensitive plants, 
the erosion and compression of 
soil and the drying out of wet 
areas. Because of this destruc- 
tion, the native wildlife and the 
experiences of visitors to the 
Reservation will suffer. 


The February issues of the 
journal Conservation Biology 
includes an article "Plant 
Species Lost in an Isolated 
Conservation Area in Metro- 
politan Boston from 1894 to 1993" 
by Brian Drayton and Richard 
Primack of Boston University. 
Among the findings of the 
authors: 

In 1894 the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation had 422 plant 
species of which 350, or 83 per- 
cent were native species. 

By 1993, 155 of these 422 origi- 
nal species had apparently gone 
locally extinct, including 133 
native species and 22 exotic 
species. 

In contrast to the 155 species 
lost, only 64 new species were 
recorded in 1993, resulting in a 
22 percent net decline in the 
number of species, a major loss 
of natural diversity. 

The article concludes that 

"The single most important 
factor involved in these changes 
is the increased human impact 
on the site. This takes several 
forms: intensive recreational 
use, trampling on the plants, 
thinning of the forest in some 
places by the government and 
most importantly frequent 
ground fires have probably 
made the fells increasingly hos- 
tile to many plant species, par- 
ticularly species of moist habi-

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These findings are consistent 
with the report Enhancing the 
Future of the Metropolitan Park 
System which states "a weak 
management structure, inade- 
quate commitment to steward- 
ship and a failure to exploit the 
many benefits of broad public 
involvement in park manage- 
ment and operations all promise 
to shortchange future genera- 
tions." 

The restoration and preserva- 
tion of the Middlesex Fells 
requires everyone to understand 
just how their preferred recre- 
ational activity affects the land. 
Hikers, mountain bikers, horse- 
back riders, and other recre- 
ationists may need to change 
their patterns if they want to 
enjoy a scenic, natural forest in 
the future. Furthermore, the 
MDC must develop and imple- 
ment a management plan that 
will protect and preserve the 
Middlesex Fells. 

There seems to be only one 
way to change this situation. 
The citizens of Massachusetts, 
the owners of the Middlesex 
Fells must take action to make 
sure that the Governor and the 
legislature provide the neces- 
sary money and oversight of the 
MDC to protect and preserve 
this unique part of our natural 
and cultural heritage for this 
and future generations. Letters 
to your state legislators send a 
powerful message, but, action 
will only take place if your rep- 
resentative hears from you. In 
these letters, citizens should 
urge the MDC to: 

1. Encouraging park advo- 
cates and local citizens to take 
an active role in protecting the 
reservation, 

2. Closing existing trails in 
fragile or heavily degraded 
areas; 

3. Reintroducing, where pos- 
sible, native species that have 
been lost; and 

4. Developing strong interpre- 
tation and education programs; 

In 1890, Charles Eliot, the 
founder of the MDC reservation 
system, wrote: Within ten miles 
of the State House there still 
remain several bits of scenery

According to Southgate, “The 
purpose of the club is to pro- 
mote the preservation and the 
the education of flv tying.” 

He notes that the first evi- 
dence of the art form shows that 
it goes back to the early 
Macedonians. 

“There are accounts of 
Macedonians dressing angle 
hooks with feathers to look like 
insects,” Southgate said. 

Earliest treatise on modern 
day fly fishing is accredited to 
Dame Juliana  Bernners. 
However, Southgate notes that 
some experts claim the British 
nun was thought to be a ghost- 
writer. 


Sir Isaac Walton’s “The 


Compleat Angler” is another 
early work that dealt with the 
art of fly fishing.

“Basically affixing or dressing a 
hook with fur, feathers, tinsel or 
similar material for the purpose 
of making a lure to be cast with 
a fly rod.” 

According to Southgate, flys 
got their name because the 
early ones imitated insects. 

Now flys imitate minnows fish 
eggs, mice and other creatures, 
Southgate said. Today’s flys get 
the name because they are 
delivered with a flyrod. 

Southgate likens the creation 
of a fly to a truly high art form. 
Especially the aforementioned 
Classic Atlantic Salmon. 

He explained that some of the 
materials in the lure are simply 
not attainable anymore. 
Southgate describes them as a 
“..veritable who’s who of endan- 

gered species.” 
According to Southgate, only 
a a few people are left that are 
excellent at making the fly. It is 
very intricate in its construc- 
tion. He said that each color is

“There are four to five real 
world class salmon fly tyers in 
the Greater Boston area,” 
Southgate said, “and they are all 
members of UFT.” 
cate designs of flys such as the 
Classic Atlantic Salmon, so 
named because that is what it 
used to catch, relates back to 
Britains rule of the sea. 

Southgate said that early 
English fishermen would com- 
mission the sea captains to 
bring back feathers from the 
unique birds they would find in 
their travels. 

“No two flys were duplicat- 
ed,” Southgate said. “They were 
made by wonderful craftsmen 
who took the art to its ultimate. 

The education portion of the 
UFT mission is also accom- 
plished by the Club’s participa- 
tion in fishing and sportsmen's 
shows throughout the Northeast. 
These include: the annual 
Boston Sports Fisherman Show; 
the World Fly Fishing Expo- 
sition, usually held in March, in 
Wilmington; the Eastern 
Fishing and Outdoor Exposition 
in Worcester; and others in New 
York and New Jersey. 

Southgate said that the Club 
usually gets booth space donat- 
ed to them and sets up a demon- 
stration table as well as an 
instruction table. 

“Anybody at the show can sit 
and tie their own fly,” southgate 
said. 

He noted that there is no feel- 
ing like watching a six year old 
boy or girl sit down and tie that 
first fly. 


According to Southgate, UFT 
is about 95 percent male in its 
membership. However, that is 
starting to change as more 
females become interested in 
fishing.

Kevin Costner plays a middle- 
aged loser who could have been 
a real contender on the golf cir- 
cuit, but couldn’t overcome his 
“inner demons.” The guy goes 
for broke every time. No matter 
how many times his life blows 
up around him he never learns 
to play it safe. This explains why 
he’s living in a trailer, has lost 
his driving range to his former 
stripper girlfriend, and has even 
had to pawn his golf clubs, 

Enter Rene Russo, a psychol- 
ogist who comes to him for golf 
lessons and sees right through 
his charismatic twaddle. She’s 
the one woman he can’t snow, 
and he loves her for it. The hitch 
is she’s dating his long-time 
rival and former college 
partner, played with just the 
right touch of smarmy confi- 
dence by Don Johnson. 

The strength on this film is 
that it manages to be both dar- 
ling and earthy, unwinding with 
a casual ease that belies a 
strong emotional base. A weak 
point is a patchy plot, but it 
gains points for a gloriously 
unpredictable ending. Shelton 
and co-writer John Norville put 


a new spin on that old “Rocky” 
chestnut that will delight every- 
one expecting more of the same. 

Shelton knows how to make 
his characters come to life and 
act like real people. Russo’s 
shrink may appear slightly neu- 
rotic at first, but she quickly lets-- 
us know she’s a smart and confi- 
dent woman. When she agrees 
to help Costner get his head 
together so he can tackle that 
most “democratic” of golf tour- 
naments, the U.S. Open, we 
know she’s not doing so just to 
be kind. 

As for Costner, he hasn’t been 
this memorable since “Bull 
Durham.” Sure, he’s done other 
good work, especially in “A 
Perfect World,” but his Roy “Tin 
Cup” McAvoy is likely to stay 
with us simply for his unique- 
ness. We've never seen an ath- 
lete quite like him before and 
Costner milks this loose cannon 
for all he’s worth. Aware of his 
flaws but stubbornly resistant to 
change, Tin Cup believes in Jis- 
tening to his heart, even when 
his brain tells him to turn a deaf 
ear. 
Another plus is Cheech Marin 
as Tin Cup’s long time com- 
padre and caddy. Interestingly 
enough, it is Marin who plays 
the grown-up in this odd duo, 
always trying to give reason a 
chance. You just don’t expect his 
sincere and funny performance. 

The music is a problem, as it 
adds little texture and is often in 
the way. Still, this is the only 
time golf has seemed even 
slightly exciting to this golf non- 
enthusiast, which says a lot for 
Shelton’s charmingly quixotic 
sports stew.

Williamsburg. 


Nobody with an interest in 
«home and garden leaves 
Colonial Williamsburg without a 
healthy respect for fences. For 
in this living museum, which 
records America’s earliest days 
so beautifully, fences are a very 
real design element. 

They are everywhere, neatly 
joutlining yards, herbal plots, 
ivegetable gardens. They are 
‘beautiful backgrounds for tulips 
jand roses, keep pets out of 
«flower beds, and become part of 
+a home's architecture. So it is 
snot surprising that many visi- 
;tors leave with visions of an 
jorderly fence for their own 
‘home, and to accommodate 
jthese visions, the Colonial 
‘Williamsburg Foundation has 
jcollaborated with Walpole 
j Woodworkers to design fences, 
fgates and hardware that are 
jauthentic replicas of the 18th- 
oontury originals. 

‘Law Ordains Fences 

{ Actually, the early colonists 
“didn’t put up fences for aesthet- 
fic reasons. Although the 
Virginia colony’s capital flour- 
ished in the early 1770s, rapidly 
‘becoming a political, social and 
‘cultural center, conditions were 
‘rather rural, with livestock 
‘roaming freely, threatening gar- 
(dens, and domestic work yards. 
‘Also, fences were important for 
‘the delineation of lines. 
‘ So in 1705, the Virginia 
‘General Assembly passed an act 
jordaining that “...every person 
thaving any lots of half acres of 
‘land, contiguous to the great 
‘street shall in close the said lots 


licensee of the Colonial 
Williamsburg Foundation, dupli- 
cates the exact designs and 
craftsmanship of the 18th centu- 
ry. The company even uses 
early construction methods to 
produce the horizontal saw 
marks and hand-forged nails 
characteristic of the 18th centu- 
ry. . 
Authentic Styles 

In the outskirts of town and 
in rural areas, rustic fences with 
the simplest hand-split pales 
and rails surrounded pastures 
and work yards. Walpole dupli- 
cates them with the fence 
design named for Anthony Hay, 


an accomplished 18th-century 
cabinet and coffin maker. The 
fence is based on a split rail 
found in a ravine during an 
archeological dig on the 
Anthony Hay property. The 
Wrought hails were still in place 
and showed the spacing of the 
pales. 

Fences of this type are obvi- 
ously good choices for country 
properties.

More intricate fences comple- 
ment stately homes, such as the 
magnificent brick home of 
George Wythe, another signer of 
the Declaration of Independence 
and Thomas Jefferson’s law pro- 
fessor. The Georgian house is 
flanked by a fence with flame- 
shaped tops. 


Tulip-top pales are found on 
the Benjamin Waller fence, 
named for the large home of a 
clerk of the Virginia General 
Court. This design was based on 
a pale reused as shingles lath 
and found in the attic of the 
Waller house. 


Great Gates 

Walpole also makes the mag- 
nificent gates of the Governor's 
Palace available. These double- 
door structures are’ so graceful 
that they belie their primary 
function of securing the Palace 
grounds. It’s easy to picture 
them in use at the stately brick 
homes now becoming popular in 
suburban areas around the 
nation. In fact, these gates look 
their best when‘ providing 
entrances through brick privacy 
walls. 


Even the ball and chain hard- 
ware that automatically closes 
gates throughout Williamsburg’s 
Historic Area has been repro- 
duced by Walpole. The simple 
but ingenious design evolved 


during the 18th century and 
20th-century homeowners invari- 
ably give it a second look as if 
to say, “Where have you been all 
my life...”

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Ground faults can prevent shock(| 


According to the U.S. Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion, a ground-fault circuit in- 
terrupter (GFCI) installed in 
household branch circuits 
could prevent over 200 elec- 
trocutions and many thousands 
of electric shock and burns that 
occur in and around the home 
each year. This, of course, as- 
sumes that the device has been 
properly installed. 


Just a word about a ground- 
fault circuit interrupter. The 
GFCI is an electrical circuit 
that is built into a device such 
as a circuit breaker or an out- 
let receptacle. It is designed to 
protect people from severe or 
fatal electrical shocks. It does 
this by switching off the power 
to the device in a fraction of a 
second (about 1/40th of a sec- 
ond). This is fast enough to 
prevent injury to anyone in 
good health. 

The GFCI is activated when 
the circuit senses an imbalance 
in the electrical current be- 
tween the hot and neutral line 
which is as small as 5 mil- 
liamps (5/1000 of an amp). At 
50 milliamps, it takes only 31/2 
seconds for a person’s pulse to 
stop. 

An imbalance in the electri- 
cal current occurs when there 


Be, 


is an unintentional electrical 
path between the current and a 
grounded surface. This is 
referred to as a “ground fault.” 


Without a GFCI, if a person 
provides the path to ground, 
he/she could be severely 
shocked, burned or elec- 
trocuted. 


All GFCIs have test buttons 
for consumers to check on 


whether or not their GFCIs are 
functioning properly. i 
the test button will switch off 
the power to the GFCI out 


and any feed through outlets.

A birdhouse you can build 


Building a birdhouse is the 
one project we all remember 
doing as a kid and one of the 
first ideas many people think of 
during summer when they hear 
the plaintive, "we're bored!" It's 
great for scouting projects, too, 
not only to keep little hands 
busy, but also to give them an 
opportunity to learn about birds 
and other animals in the area. 

‘The materials are rather sim- 
ple: some three quarter inch 
stock and a few wood screws, 
plus a drill for pilot holes, venti- 
lation drainage holes, and, the 
door. Using nails instead of 
screws is fine, but you'll want to 
at least use screws for the bot- 
tom, so it can be removed for an 
annual spring cleaning. 

First, cut two of everything. 
Make two identical pieces for 
the front and back the quintes- 
sential "house" shape plus two 
rectangular pieces for the sides 
and two more for the pitched 
roof. Cut only one piece for the 


bottom and cut it a little small, 
so removing it for cleaning is 
easier. 

If you want to get a little 
fancy, bevel the edges of all 
pieces, except for the bottom, at 
45 degree angles. Otherwise, 90 
degree butts joints will do just 
fine. In other words, just nail it 
together! 


Drill about three half inch 
ventilation holes in the back 
wall, all in a row near the pitch 
of the roof, then add four 
drainage holes about a quarter 
inch each near the four corners 
of the floor. 

Drill a much larger hole, of 
course, for the door. Anywhere 
from one and one eighth inches 
to two and one quarter inches 
will do; it all depends on the size 
of the birds in your area. 


Finally, just put all the pieces 
together. Contrary to popular 
belief, it's not a good idea to add 
perch. 


"It provides a vantage point 
for other birds, like sparrows or 
starlings, to take over the house 
or kill any young that may be 
inside," says Bill Hinds of The 
Home Depot. "Besides, it just 
adds an extra, unnecessary 
step.” 

Kids can paint it, stain it, or 
leave it alone, it's all your 
choice, but be aware that birds 
may not move in until the ‘New 
house’ smell is gone. And please 
be sure to hang it out of the 
cat's reach!

When "Home Alone's" Ma- 
caulay Culkin hurt and humiliat- 
ed cartoonish Christmastime 
burglars with hammers, buck- 
ets, skates and skateboards, 
movie audiences laughed. But 
for millions of people in real 
life, the burglars are the ones 
who cause the pain and humilia- 
tion. 

Each year, nearly seven mil- 
lion American homes are bur- 
glarized, according to the 
Department of Justice. And the 
Christmas season is prime time 
for burglars, since many people 
are out of town and houses are 
often crammed with goodies. 

The best protection from bur- 
glary remains a good alarm sys- 
tem. But beware of "absolutely 
burglar proof" systems. The 
National Burglar & Fire Alarm 
Association warns there is no 
such thing. Still 90 percent of 
police believe alarms deter bur- 
glary attempts. 


A gooc alarm system com- 
bined with some of the following 
security practices can send bur- 
glars looking for easier targets: 

Cancel newspaper, milk and 
other deliveries. Don't leave 
notes. 

Lock all doors and windows. 
Secure the garage door. 

Have a neighbor pick up 
mail, deliveries and empty 
garbage cans. 

Park a car in the driveway 

Leave a house key with a 
neighbor and let the neighbor 
know where the family can be 
reached. ; 

Turn telephone ringers down 
or off. Constant ringing phones 
indicate an unoccupied house. 

Use timers to turn lights on 
and off at certain times, altering 
lighting patterns, to create an 
occupied look. Also leave drapes 
and shades open as normal. 
Arrange to have the lawn 
mowed.
